Senator McCormick told the senate 
that the presént agitation, led by Sen- 
ator Borah of Idaho, for an agreement 
te curtail naval building, would “ con- 
fuse and hamper the president elect

curing a general limitation of arma- 
ment. \

Borah Is Still Defiant. 


These statements aroused the ire of 
Senator Borah, who replied that he 
would continue his efforts in behalf of 
a disarmament agreement. Senator 
Borah was unable to see, he said, how 
the program he had proposed could 
embarrass Mr. Harding. 

*Let me say here, with the utmpst 
respect for the president elect, that I 
shall not abdicate my judgment in this 
chamber during the hext four years 
any more than I have during the last 
eight yeafs,” Senator Borah declared. 

Senator McCormick summed up the 
affuments made by ‘Senator Borah in 
8 fecent speech advocating a confer- 
énceon disarmarient. 

“I cannot agree with him,” Senator 
McCormick said. “I cannot agree that 
our shipwrights and gunsmiths should 
lay Gown their tools while Japan arms 
herself. I cannot agree that the lim- 
fation of armaments should be fixed 
on @ basis of British sea power more 
dominant than ever in modern his- 
tory.”

The Illinois senator contended that 
Senator Borah’s arguments were based 
largely upon the opinions of British 
naval authorities, whom he sarcasti- 
ally referred to as “ literary gdmirals.” 
He insisted that the capital ship was 
hot Obsolete and declared that this opin- 
in was held by the officers who were 
“sea and took part in the fighting 
turing the war.

Gen. Davis’ Plan, 


Members of the Chicago real estate 
board, at a special meeting in their . 
headquarters yesterday, voted unani- 
mous approval of Brig. Gen. Abel 
Davis’ entire plan to curb rent goug- 


Gen. Davis presented his plans ip 
forceful language. He told the real — 
estate men that unless they respond to™ 
their moral obligations and curb their 
activities by rules of their own, the 
state will be sure-té enact legislation 
which will be far more irritable to 
them. 

He told them nothing has occurred. 
in economic and industrial conditions 
warrant an increase in rents that 
were adjusted last year. He declared 
the realty men must agree to the prin. 
ciple of no increased this year. He said 
it is up to owner@ and agents to as 
sume a generous attitude, “3 

Hits Shest Notices. ~ 

Gen. Davis scored agents and land- 
lords who give three to five day no 
tices to tenants to renew their leasea, 
and branded such men as unfair. He 
recommended that at least fifteen days 
be given. He called upon the board 
to condemn the practice of real estate 
men competing for renting business on 
a basis of rental increases. 

He also urged the board to take im- 
mediate steps to stimiflate building, 
and nded that the members 
work for the passage of a pending bill 
before congress which will exempt 
real estate mortgages from taxation. 

The presentation of Gen. Davis’ com- 
mittee plans in an open session was 
opposed at the start of the meeting by | 
a group of about ten men, headed by 
Homer Schneider of the firm of G. H.

STATE POLICE. 


The Manufacturers’ association opposes” 


the state constabulary bill on the grounds, among 
others, that it is discriminatory and of doubtful 
constitutionality. That opposition is worthy of con- 
sideration in the legislature to the extent of mak- 
ing sure that no bill is passed which will not stand 
up in the courts. It can command little support 
beyond a safeguarding of that point. 

The real point of the controversy is this: The 
manufacturers oppose the bill because it restricts 
the use of the constabulary in labor troubles. Or- 
ganized labor leaders oppose such an arrangement 
as the manufacturers favor because they believe 
the state police would be used as a strike breaking 
body. Between the two the project is in danger of 

- getting nowhere. 

In the meantime probably both manufacturers 
and labor will admit that the state needs a con- 
stabulary for protection of its citizens and their 
property on the highways, in small communities, 
and at isolated farmhouses. Improved roads and 
the general use of automobiles have changed what 
was once safety in isolation into danger. Bandits 
can rob a country bank or a farmhouse and be 


communities and individuals cannot provide their 
own adequate protection. Without such protection 
the situation offers constant temptation and en- 
couragement to crime, which reacts in the city as 
well as through the country. A state polico is de- 
signed to check and discourage such crime. Ex- 
periments in other states have shown that it does 
e0. To that extent, then, labor and manufacturers 
‘will agree. 
Why should they not make concessions on other 
points and allow the passage of the bill? Manufac- 
turers have found the local police, and in time of 
emergency the state militia, sufficient protection 
for all reasonable requirements. They would be no 
worse off with a state police under restrictions. A 
grave emergency could be handled by the local 
police until authorization of use of the constabu- 
lary could be obtained. Labor organizations could 
not legitimately oppose use of the constabulary in 
such circumstances. It would supplement the work 
of local police in local disturbances. The bill is 
needed. A quarrel as to its possible use for strike 
breaking may kill it. 


“OUR TOY ARMY. 


As a commentary upon the decision of congress 
to reduce the American regular army to 150,000 
men the war Hlepartment has given out without 
comment a comparison of the American and Euro- 
pean armies which shows that even at the present 
strength of 222,900 men the United States army is 
only .21 per cert of the population and that only 
Brazil, Paraguay, and Colombia have smaller per- 
centages. 

That is part but not all of the bad news. The 
war department gave only the strength with the 
-olors. Secretary Baker earlier sent to 
the figures showing the real military strength of 


Japan has a regular army of 273,000, of con- 


authorized size of the American regular army has 
been, but Japan has a first reserve of 632,000, a 
second reserve of 667,000, a national army, of men 
between 37 and 40 years, of 246,000, and 200,000 
men enrolled for replacements. 

At least the first reserves are as good as the 
men.in active training and service and the second 
reserve is militarily effective. Japan has an army 
of nearly 2,000,000 men, not of merely 273,000, and 
it has most of this etrength where it ought to be, 


The reservists have their organizations, their 
weapons, their equipment, and have had their serv- 
ice and their training. At a normal showdown 
‘of military strength Japan does not seem any 
more militaristic than the United States, but it has 
an army and the United States has not. 

That army is not interfering with the nérmal, 
ordinary life of the Japanese baker, butcher, and 
candlestick maker, but the Japanese baker, butcher 
and candlestick maker are organized and equipped 
to interfere with normal life elsewhere whenever 
it is the imperial wish that they do so. 


TO LIGHTEN THE NATION’S 
TAX BURDEN. 


Only by reform in government expenditures can 
we be relieved of our heavy taxation. Economy 
has not been a word to conjure with in past Amer- 

‘scan politics. We are an easy going and lavish

We believe 
Mr. Harding has this great ref at heart, sees 
the urgent need for it, and has the force of char- 
acter to accomplish it in spite of the inevitable op- 
position of bureaucrats and shortsighted politicians.

If the United States will likewise be satis- 
fied, there need be no fear that Japan will prevent a 
naval holiday eventually by agreement. When 
Britain and America agree, they will be in a posi- 
tion to tell Japan to do so, not simply to ask it. Of 
such advantage is the program outlined for the next 
administration.

THE EQUILIBRIUM IN INDUSTRY. 
(New York National City Bank Letter.) 

The fact which stares the retail merchant in the 
face is the diminished purchasing power of his cus. 
tomers. If he is located in a farming district He sees 
it ‘in the diminished values of farm products and 
hears of it over his counters every day. If he is 
located in an industrial center he is obliged to take 
account of the-fact that the industries generally are 
running on shortened time and with much reduced 
pay rolls. 

The important thing in this readjustment, as we 
have endeavored to set forth from month to month, 
is the maintenance of the equilibrium of industry, so 
that the various branches of industry will continue 
to be mutually supporting. The market for the prod- 
ucts of each industry is with the people employed 
in the other industries. This means that the prices 
of products must maintain a fairly uniform relation 
or distribution will be interrupted and production 
will have to be curtailed. This ts the essential thing 
in keeping the industries running and in maintaining 
employment for the workers. It is not simply a 
matter of fair play between the industries, although 
that As something to think of, but the balance be- 
tween the industries is as necessary to prosperity 
on one side as the other. 

The disposition is to lay too much emphasis upon 
wage rates over actual wage payments. The em- 
ployers and employés in a given industry may agree 
harmoniously upon a given scale of wages, but ff. 
that scale involves an increase in the cost of the 
product to consumers, and consumption falls off, em- 
ployment will fall off, and the total sum disbursed 
to wage earners may be less than if the wage rates 
were lower. ahere is a certain price for every prod- 
uct which promotes the largest distribution and a 
certain adjustment of relations between the indus- 
tries which promotes a free, full exchange of com- 
modities and results in the largest demand for goods 
and services. That is the situation which gives 
prosperity, while a disruption of such relations results

D home gardeners have their 
own hotbeds, and they often fail 
to appreciate the value of them 
in advancing the garden season 

several weeks in the spring. Many 

are reluctant about building hotbeds 
because of the expense of the material. 

Therefore simple frames that cost little 

will serve the purpose. ‘ 

Every grower who has enough 
ground to raise the common varieties 
of vegetables can afford to build one 
of the simple types of hotbeds to be 
used in growing early plants, especially 
tomato and cabbage seedlings that 
are to be transplanted. A common plan 

is to dig a hole 6 feet wide, from 6 to 9 

feet long, and 3 feet deep. Then fill

the hole with fresh manure, with 
plenty of straw in it, packing it in by 
tramping. When the work is finished 
the material should be heaped up about 
4 inches above the ground level. 

Build the frame of one inch lumber; 
set it on the manure and fill in with 
four inches of garden soil. The dirt 
thrown out in excavating may be used 
in banking up around the box frame, 
which should be twelve or fourteen 
inches high on the north side and eight 
or ten inches high on the south side. 
Muslin may be used for the covering if 
regular glass sashes or old , window 
sashes are not available. Make the bed 
early and give the plants a good start.

ASKS PASTOR TO 
PREACH ENGLISH; 
OUT OF CHURCH 


Swedish 


Split by Row. 


Rockford, I1l., Feb. 17.—[Special.J— 
The congregation of the First Swedish 
Lutheran church here is split over the 
question of whether English shall be 
preached from the pulpit. 

The fight has become so bitter be- 
tween the younger and older membera 
of the congregation that already the 
board of deaeons has dismissed the 
leader of the “progressives,” while 
the latter have retaliated by demand- 
ing the resignation of the present 
pastor. 

The opposition to English being 
used part of the time in the church is 
on the part of the older members. The 
pastor, John F. Sedoff, who has been 
in charge of the church for twenty- 
five years, has never preached in any- 
thing except Swedish, and declares 
that he will not couch his sermon in a. 
new language. He also refuses to 


resign. 
Votes Use of English. 

On Jan. 1 the congregation by a 
vote decided that English would, be 
used part of the year. At that time 
it was pointed out that many of the 
vounger generation spoke English and 
would prefer to hear their sermons in 
that language. 

But Rev. Mr. Sedoff contixfued his 
services in Swedish, He was backed 
by the older members. 

It was then that former State Sena- 
tor A. J. Anderson, a wealthy overall 
manufacturer, headed the “ progres- 
sives”’ and demanded English part of 
tha time. The fight came to a climax 
Sunday when the pastor announced 
from the pulpit that the board of dea- 
cons had voted to dismiss Mr. Ander- 
son from the church. The congrega- 
tion was thunderstruck. Mr. Ander- 
son had been connected with the 
church since boyhood and his father, 
now deveased,; was one of the first 
members of the congregation. 

Ask Pastor to Quit. , 

A petition was immediately circu- 
lated by the “ progressives” and ad- 
dressed to the pastor demanding his 
resignation. The circular reads: 

“We, the undersigned voters of the 
First. Swedish Lutheran church of 
Rockford, fully realizing that har- 
mony and good feeling within this con- 
gregation cannot be secured nor fu- 
ture welfare assured except by a 
change of pastors, hereby request you 
= resign as pastor of this congrega- 

on.”’ 

Mr. Sedoff refuses to take any action 
concerning Anderson’s reinstatement. 

“The action of the board of deacons 
in dropping Anderson was unanimous,”
